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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -30 were presented for examination and are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 8/4/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
deemed not persuasive. 

2. In the remarks, applicant argued in substance that: 

(A) Prior art of Law does not teach using pre-exchanged information in order to 
avoid the need to exchange information each time a connection is established, as Law 
teaches that a lookup table is formed, the usefulness of which might require 
recalculation of the offset as Law doesn't state that the offset will never be recalculated. 

As to point (A), the claimed language states: 

"using pre-exchanged information in order to avoid the need to exchange 
information each time a connection is established." 

Law teaches receiving information and calculating an offset, the offset being 
stored for future uses such as to "...identify a characteristic of the data being 
transmitted" or to enable device communication "...without the need for continually 
maintaining clock synchronization" each time a connection is established (Law,

paragraphs 0031-0035.) This functionality fits a reasonable interpretation of the 
claimed language in light of the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The rejections under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as applied to claims 1-30 are unchanged 
and are recited in a previous FINAL office action mailed 7/20/2005.
